That your Memorial tat liming lieen en- 
paged in Miniaitnry lahuura in the Navi- 
gators 1 Islands during the Inst necenyenrj, 
and linviDE viiiilcd iiraTW all the other 
poupe of isUiids into which Oiriilianily 
liaa been introduced, has hml (ipjiortunitiH 
of becoming accurately arfjufimted vith 
.he state of thenntive iiopulation through- 
out PolytiMi*; and niving nlso viailerl 
Tahiti so receutl* aa IVbruery, wlicn he 
had srvcTaJ intcrviem with ihe fiuceu and 
the principal chief;, lis well as with the 
French and A mcricatt consult. Iichai had 
the means of ascertain hiK the sentiments 
and feelings of the native pivemment and 
the iahinders in general towards Ihe French 
authorities, by whom their iudqiendnicc 
has been rtscentlr destroyed. And your 
Meniorialiat can allirm with «)nridenc*-~ 
] . That ihe grievances And wrrmgs 
"llcgcd by certain Frenchmen to have 
been inflicted upon them by the pohw unci 
government of Tahiti were, in (set, no 
other measures than thusc which any 
police and any government would have 
been juslined in inrJic.ing unlet like nir- 
cumstancea , and that the French accounts 
of them are moat grossly and ridiculously 
exaggerated. As an example your Me- 
morialist selects the following : 

A native of France was found with 
others assisting at a dog-figh. by encou- 
raging the combatants ; one of ihe does 
belonged to the tineen, and some of tier 
people went up Id separate the dogn, 
which led to an altcrcntinn. in which the 
Frenchman took pari, and he was pushed 
aride by the Queen's party. 

3. It is evident to your Memorialist that 
when Admiral Uu Petit Tliounn insisted 
m ten thauanud hard dollars oatensibly as 
a deposit until these grievances should be 
redressed, and as a tund out of which to 
eompenaate the injured parties, his secret 
and real motive was to comply with, and 
thereby compel her to foncur with, the 
chiefs who had invited the French to form 
a protectorate. For, no sonner had the 
so concurred — under the threat that if she 
declined, the French would take possession 
of part of her lands aud fire on the settle- 
ment. — than the claim for compensation 
was at once dropped, 

Your Memorialist ascertained from the 
beat authority, that the four chiefs whn 
signed the invitation to the French to form 
a prolcctorate, affirm that they were 
induce,! to do so by the French Consul, 
and were promised tllim dullars each in 
case of the success of the project, but that 
they never intended or estpected that the 
French would assume llint kind of position 
and government which they are auumitig. 

3. Jt is also certain that none of the 
parties concerned on ihe aide or Tahiti 
ever inttnded to cede the island to the 
French, or the internal government ; hut 
that they merely ceded the protectornte ot 
(he harbour, and the mnuagrment of 
affairs between the natiees ami foreign 
natives or seltlera. On this abound your 
memorialist ventures to suggest to your 
lordship the desirableness of intimating 
to France, that, if the Triiitians should 
submit to the Protectorate of the harbour, 
ihe dominions and authority of the Queen 
should remain free from their intf rlrtei.ci!, 

4. Un Ihe day your memorialist arrived 
at Tahiti (on the Mlh of February, J and 
again on a subacipicnt day, large meeting* 
were held nf the chiefs nuti people, railed 
by the Queen, lor the purprie of ascer- 
taining the public mind : aud it was 
unanimously resolved tu protest against 
the continuance of the French protec- 
torate, and to implore the interference of 
Britain ; and Pumsvrc herself, after, with 
tears, atating to your memorialist, the 
facta of the case, entreated him ta repeat 
and sustain, iE opjmr.unity should occur, 
her imhluring communications to the 
British Government, and to seek for her 
the sympathy of the British people- 

5. Although liberty uf worship ii gua- 
ranteed by the prorimnstioi. ot the 

Missionaries nave bean assured of pro- 
tection, yet it hai been intimated to 
them not only that they are not to 
preach or speak against the French 
Protectoral Government, but Ihnt they are 
to be ailent on the points in dispute be- 
tween the Romiihand 1'rotestantC.hureliet, 
It w*t etaled to your Memorialist, iiy 
Mont. Momahout, late French Consul, now 
Commieaioiier Boyal, as a subject of grave 
complaint, that the Missionaries hate 
preached againal the French Government, 
now, although your Memorialist is awnre 
of the tolitary circnmi lance which gave 
rite to this, Ik begs to assure your Lord- 
ship that not only hare the Missionaries 
not opposed the French Government, hut 
they have by common consent abstained 
even from the dissuasion of the doctrines 
in dispute between the two churchei. 
Your Memorialist cannot, however, jet 
how this neutrality and silence, can be ei- 
pected to be continued ; for the very object 
of Ihe priests is to convert the natives 
from Protestantism to Popery. They, 
therefore, mutt and will preach against 
the Protestant religion. 

Under such attacks the Protestant Mis- 
aioiutriea cannot tail fairly and calmly, 
hat atill boldly, to defend tlieir own doc- 
trines and practices. And if for Ihe 
exercise of such ministerial and Christum 
conaitteney any Protestant Missionary 
should be subjected to any restriction or 
s*noynnc* from the French authorities, 
jour roamorialiat, in common with his 
missionary brethren in Tahiti, earnestly 
hopes that the shield of the British Go- 
eernmenl wilt be extended to llicm. 

6. Your Ixwdthip may pave been iu- 
fornsfd that the American, Ihe few British, 
end other foreign aettlera {of whom there 
are nearly 200 at Tahiti) approve of the 
French proceedings ; but your memorialist 
is assured from actual intercourse with 
them, that they I. are no sympathy with 
eaher the native Government or the Mia-

Your Memorialist begs leave to submit 
to yonr Lordihip some additional remarks 
with regard to a second important subject, 
vie..

The Navigators' islands, in particular, art 
an important group, not only because the 
population it nearly three times that of 
the Georgian and tooiety Islands, but 
because articles of commerce will, moat 
probably in a few years, be far more 
abundant there than at moat other groups 
in the South Pacific.

He think* too much of himself and his 
position, and views everything too exclu- 
sively throuh a parliamentary aud party 
medium, ilia ruling motive in everything 
he does and aayt it too evidently the fear 
of eommittuig himself and his party. Hit 
line of conduct ia generally the resultant 
of influences an ins on hini from without, 
and not of principle guiding from within, 
In noaingle act of his public Tift, in hit early 
opposition to Callwlic emancipation, in hit 
adherence to the ultra-Tories against Can- 
ning, in hit sudden wheel right- about-face 
on the mancipation qneation, in his ap- 
position to the liberal measures of the 
Whigs, in hit siibsenoent hesitating adop- 
tion of their principlea, can we give htm 
credit for having been actuated by any 
very sincere and settled cwivietiun. He 
ia not exactly an unprincipled statesman, 
and yet nobody, and least of all hie own 
pnily, can say exactly what his principles 
are. He inspires a certain degree of i 
M>»et and esteem, and yet no confidence. 
What is remarkable, lie ia at bottom belter 
liked and more thought of by hit oppo- 
nents than by his supporters. He it 
connected with ihe party with whom he 
hat acted constantly for the laat fire-arid 
twenty years, by no more endearing or 
ennobling lie than this — that they each 
feel thty cannot do without the oilier. 

But, on the other hand, if Sir Robert 
Peel end nut an indifferent figure 
prime miniettr, we cannot but admit that 
be appeara to ns to he in many respect s 
the model of an estimable and useful 
country gentleman. He it a good neigh- 
hour, a gnott landlord, a man of liberal 
taate and ideas, a patron of the Hue arts, 
a promoter of useful institutions. In a 
very prominent situation he seta an excel- 
lent finmple, and ipendt a colossal for- 
tune with sensible and judicious liberality . 
At all local meetings, whether of T»m- 
wortb cHiaena Trending a mechanics' m- 
stitetc. or os* Staffordshire country gen. 
tlesAen celebrating the meeting of an 
egiieurMnst ntee statio n , hit active and 
scli ghlf ss f mind and unruffled urbanity 
of manner make him a welcome, and valua- 
ble assistant.

have ita wtrea displayed by a particular 
hour in the morning, under |>enally nt' a 
fine from the renter ; tlio rent it paid day 
by day, and if Ihe renter he ill the hat to 
pay for the services of a auhatilutr, the 
substitute being Such a one as ia ap- 
proved by the principals of the establish- 
ment. Nothing can he plainer or more 
simple than the exterior of this bataar, 
but it haa all the features of a well-ordered 
institution. The Pantheon basaar ia a 
place nf more show and pretentions, It 
waa originally a theatre, one of the moat 
fashion able in London, but luring met 
with the diacumfitflre* which hare befallen 
to many of our theatre^ it remained uu- 
tenantrd for many years, and waa at 
length entirely remodelled aud converted 
into si basaar. When we have passed 
through the entrance porch in Oxtord- 
ttreet, we find ourselves in « vestibule, 
containing a few sculptures, and from 
thence a flight of steps lead up In a range 
of rooms occupied ns a picture gallery. 
These pictures, which art, in moat cases, 
of rather moderate merit, are placed here 
for tale, the proprietors of the haaaar re- 
ceiving a coin mission or percentage on 
any picture which may find a purchaser. 
From these rooms an entrance it obtained 
to the gallery or upper floor of tins toy 
bazaar, one of the most tasteful places of 
the kind in London. We look down upon 
the ground story, from this open gnllery, 
and find it arranged with counters iu a 
very systematical order, loaded with un- 
countable trinkets. On one counter are 
article* of millinery i on another, lace ; on 
a third, gloves and hosiery j on others, 
cntlery, jetrellery, toys, children's dresses, 
children t books, sheets of music, albums 
and pockrt-booka, porcelain ornaments, cut 
glass ornaments, alabaster figures, artificial 
Bowers, feathers, and a holt of other things, 
principally of a light and ornamental eha- 
ractar. Each counter it attended by a young 
female, at at the Soho bataar. On one tide 
of the toy-baaaar ia an aviary, supplied 
with birds for sale in cages ; and adjacent 
to it ia a conservatory, where tilantt ire 
diaplayed in neat array. The Pantechni- 
con it a bsianr for the tale of large enm- 
modiliea. It is situated in Ihe immediate 
vicinity of Relgrave -square, and occupies 
two masses of building on the opposite 
aides of a narrow street . Carriages csnttU 
tote one of the principal classes of articles 
sold at thit baiter .- ttiey are ranged in a 
eery long building, and comprise all the 
useful varieties, from lite dress carriage to 
the light gig, each carriage having ill 
selling price marked on a ticket attached 
to it. Another department it for the 
sale of furniture, and consists of se- 
veral long moms or galleries, filled 
with pianofortes, tables, chairs, sideboards, 
chesti of drawers, bedsteads, carpets, 
and all the varied range of household 
furniture, each article, as in ihe former 
case being lickelled with its selling price, 
There it a " wine department" also, con- 
sisting of a range of dry vaults for the re- 
ception and display of wines. The bazaar 
contain! likewise a "toy department 
but this it not bo extensive as those n 
liced in the preceding paragraphs. The 
Baker -street batter bears some resem- 
blance to the Pantechnicon, tnaaniucl 
ns ns it contains a large array of 
carritgea tor tale. Hut it hat tome- 
what fallen off IV. en its original character 
lor it wat opened at a "horse baiatr," for 
the sale, amoiis; ether tilings, of horses 
Hones are, we believe, no longer exposed 
here for talc ; and the chief commodities 
displayed are carriages, harness, liorse- 
furniture and actanttrements, furniture, 
stoves, ami 11 Tarnishing ironmongery. 1 
The "wax-work" and the "artificial ice' 
are exhibition! no way connected with Ihe 
baxaar, other than occupying a portion 
of the too extensive prriniacn. — knight 1 *

A Vetehah Bcujca. — Vidocq has pub- 
lished a Memoirt A f ommf/er, or a cast 
for counsel, with live opinion of the ad- 
vocate* upon ihe question of the legality 
or hit being ordered tw*y from Paris, and 
placed under the surveillance of the police, 
in consequence of hit having been con- 
demned in the year £ of the revolution 
(f;r>S-?71. which, by a subsequent law, 
involve* the penalty of anrvedlbu.ee. The 
' olares— 1. That, without 
Jer foot the principle of non- 
, the penalty of surveillance 
cannot be applied to Vidoou, condemned 
in the year o> such penally not having 
been created until Ihe year 12, 1, That 
the letters of grace granted to Vidocq, on 
thi lit of April, 1818, had the effect of 
releasing him from such surveillance, had it 
been applicable to him, 3. That the 
eounael adriae Vidocq to apply to the Mi 
niater of the Interior, for a revocation of 
the order of the police , and if he doet not 
obtain this, to suffer himself to be brought 
before the Tribunal of Correctional Police, 
where his came , according to their cnnvic- 
liou, cannot fail to be triumphant Vidocq, 
iu a preface, exposes the ground) of hit 
condemnation in the year 3, and ita conse- 
quences, in the following terms : — " I 
entered the army at the age of 1 4. Being 
an Qjfieier itwtructrMr (drill-sergeant) at 
the age of 1 8, I wat, tor being engaged iu 
a slight disturbance, tenteitced to three 
months' imprisonment. Confined in the 
Tower of Hi. Pierre, at Lille, some fellow- 
prisoners borrowed my room, under pre- 
tence of writing a petition ; but, abusing 
my good nature, they there manufactured 
an order for the discharge of a man named 
Boi telle, the father of a numerous ramify 
of young children, who waa condemned to 
dose con 8 jk meet for stealing a small quan- 
tity of wheat from an open field, to make 
bread for them daring the great famine in 
the year 1793. Upon the discovery of 
this, I vtaa instantly tried aa an ac- 
complice in the forgery. Alarmed, I 
escaped. Retaken, [ again escaped several 
times, with an audacity which gate me the 
reputation of being a dangerous character, 
and prejudiced my judges against me. I 
waa brought to trial, and iu spite of my 
innocence, which 1 now again proteat, sen- 
tenced on the 5th NiTose, an 3 (December, 
2i",th, 1796), by the Crimiutl Tribunal dn 
Nord, ta be imprisoned eight years in 
iront. This judgment did not include 
tervrillauce, and the law which had been 
applied to me did not establish thit pe- 
nalty in any prior case. During the period 
of this penalty 1 made several escapes , but 
being retaken in 1809, was CTree) acted to 
the fiieetre. It waa while ia ibis prison 
that I rendered important terriers to the 
notice, which produced my being act at 
liberty on the twenty-firtt Hitch, 181 1. 
From thit day I wai attached ta the police 



My sue- 1 
cesnfnl services ltd In a rapid advancement, 
and I waa toon placed at the head of the 
Brigade de 8 urele, which I myeelf created.
